ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 

Wa sincerely trast that the meeting held in 
Berlin for the purpose of promoting an Anglo- 
Germ in unterstanding (as reported by Reater 
to-day) will ba fraitfal of good results. We 
on'y wish that the reasonable classes in Ger- 
many would realise that it is their naval 
programme which ia almost entirely responsible 
for the feeling against that country which 
undoubtedly exists among us to-day. There is 
nothing in England of that furious hatred 
which raged through the Fatherland during 
the Boer War. Even to this day the ordinary 
Eng!ishman has not recovered from the shock 
of sarprise with which he learned how the 
Germans disliked and loathed us, and to what 
gross excesses they were allowed to proceed. 
That loathing has no counterpart in England, 
nor is it likely that it ever will have. We are 
too unimaginative a people even now to 
understand why Germany suddenly went 
mal over a war which was no concern 
of theirs, and could at the highest only 
affect the wildest dreams of the Pan-Germanic 
fanatics. We harbour no feelings of aggres- 
sion against Germary, as Count von Biilow 
knows. He is well aware that our Par 
liamentary institutions and our free demo” 
jeratio' Government constitate an absolute 
barrier fo the formation of offsansive schemes, 
and that our diplomacy is characterised by 
only too obvious a desire to bend before the 
passing storm. We have beea driven much 
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against our will to regard the sayings and 
doings ot our neighbours with deep suspicion. 
And so long as the increase of the German 
Naval Estimates is ostentatiously directed 
against England, there is little chance that 
pacificatory speeches at mass meetings will 
allay our feelings of deep-rooted apprehension. 


GAMBLING IN BAW COTTON. 


The exhaustive address delivered by Mr. 
Baltour at the meeting of the British Cotton 
Growing Asscciation yesterday week should 
be of great service in concentrating public at- 
tention on the on'yreal preventive of gambling 
in raw cotton. That evil accompaniment of the 
great Lancashire industry is consequent on two 
causes, operating together. The one is the con- 
tinuously increasing demand of the world for 
the commodity, without correspondirg augmen- 
tation of the supply ; the second governing 
factor is the uncertainty of the amount likely 
to be available for the outside world out of 
the American crop. Only the other day, the 
price suddenly advanced by more than 50 per 
cent. solely because of the growing proba- 
bility that the American surplus would be 
considerably less than had been previously 
estimated. With such flactuations in market 
values of constant occurrence, gambling for 
the rise or the fall is inevitable, and Mr. 
Balfour does well to discountenance any 6x- 
pectations of legislative remedies. But there 
is, happily, another way of rendering the New 
Orleans and Chicago rings comparatively 
ineffective. In the case of cereals, every 
attempt, however heavily capitalised, to msin- 
tain au artificial level of prices has termi- 
nated in the financial collapse of its promo- 
ters; it was impossible, they discovered, to 
“gorner’ sources of supply spread all over 
the world. And it will be eqnally difficult to 
engineer forestalling operations in raw cotton 
when it is produced in all of those portions of 
our Empire whare the soil and climate are 
congenial. That gigantic work is undertaken 
by the British Cotton-Growing Acsociation, 
and the quick progress already made in West 
Africa and other tropical parts of Greater 
Britain renders it almost certain thatin the 
course of a few years Lancashire will be mach 
better secured from having her working popt- 
lation reduced to semi-starvation by Trans- 
atlantic or bome gamblers.

EGYPTIAN LAND AND GENERAL 
TRUST. 

Thig company, under the new reorganisation 
scheme, will still have the same London board 
as before for the present. There has been some 
agitation in favor of moving the chief 
directorate to Ezypt, but this has been aban- 
doned, and complete harmony now reigns be- 
tween the local directorate in Egypt and the 
London board. 

A very favorable deal has recently been 
completed by this company at Alexandria in 
the purchase of 65 per cant. of the Gourbal 
estate. The estate consists of 49 feddans 
of excellent building land, and a very large 
profit may reasonably be expected to remain. 
The company has also purchased an excellent 
bailding estate in the Nasrieh qnarter of 
Cairo. close to the Ministry of Finance, for 
which it has already received an offer showing 
considerable profit.

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THB BANQUE D’ORIENT. 


“Herr von Streit, the Director-General of the 
Greek National Bank, has made a declaration,” 
writes the Athens correspondent of the “Frank- 
fiirter Zeitung,” “concerning the changes that 
are. to be expected in the recently founded 
Barque d’Orient on the creation of the new 
Deutsche Orientbank. “The Greek National 
Bank,’ says Herr von Streit, ‘only concurred in 
the foundation of the Banque d’Orient in order 
to put an end to the entire ioterroption of 
business relations with Germany that had been 
caused by the State bankruptcy, and at the 
game time to see itse'f side by side with the 
bavk of a powerful nation in Turkey.’ Perfect 
equality in business relations was established 
between the two banks at the time the company 
was formed, but only on receiving the assurance 
that the Greek element should have the 
preponderance in the conduct and direction of 
business transactions. Difficulties arose, however, 
from the action of the Nationalbank fiir 
Deutschland in seeking to inflaence the selec- 
tion of the personnel of the governing board, 
and so interfering with the unity and promp- 
titude of its action, and that in the interest 
of the German element — a conrre of action 
which the Greek National Bank natarally 
opposed...” 

‘The solution of the difficulty now proposed 
is that the Banque d’Orient should be left en- 
tirely to the management of the Athenian 
board, on which Greek preponderance should be 
assure]. The Banque d’Oriant would retain its 
branches in Smyrna, Salonica, Alexandria and 
Cairo, while the branches in Oonstantinople 
and Hambarg would be handed over to the 

Nationalbank fiir Deutschland for further 
cession to the Deutsche Orientbank.

A REPLY TO “EGYPTIAN PATRIOT.”

Sir,—I should be glad tor inserting the 
following few lines in your esteemed “Egyptian 
Gazette.” :— 

“Had not they attacked the Egyptians—the 

Greeks—nothing would have occurred,” says 
the much vexed for the accusation thrown on 
his compatriots “Egyptian Patriot.” Allow me, 
please, to contradict. The incident between the 
two Greeks, of the lowest-class, which had as 
& consequence the wounding of the native, 
cannot be the sole reason of Sanday’s ‘riot, for 
& man wh» has a bit of common sense. Many 
such accidents have occurred before which 
had no such disgraceful consequences as those 
of Sunday's last. Should the natives, of low- 
class, not be injured by the last (holy) speeches 
of the sheiths and the discussion in the street 
of the,“Harb.el Diana” (Holy War);no man 
can believe that they, who otherwise live in 
the harmony would raise the arms against 
them. If the accident, that obliged them to 
fight the Earopsans, had not happened, they 
would find another reason (whichever might 
be) to attack, and always of course the Greeks, 
being very numerous.

OPENING UP THE SUDAN. 

In an article under the headiag of 
“Developments in the Sadan,” the City editor 
of the “Standard” says: With the opening of 
the Sudan Railway shortly by Lord Cromer, a 
most important step will have been taken in the 
direction of developing the resources of the 
Sadanand increasing the commercial importance 
of Khartoum. Only a few years ago the cost and 
labour of conveyance between Egypt and the 
Sadan was heavy and wearisome, the Nile 
route having to be followed, with the alter- 
native of the no less arduous though some- 
what shorter journey by camel from Suakin, 
via Berber, while, even in recent tines, the 
jourvey from Cairo to Khartoum has taken 
something like four days, with almost daily 
transfers from one kind of conveyance to 
another. Now, however, the mode of transit 
will be comparatively rapid and simple, and 
some idea of the shortening of the distance may 
be gathered from the fact that after the open- 
ing of the new railway, Khartoum will be 
within eight days’ journey of London. With 
these improved facilities therg will naturally 
be a great reduction in the freight charges, and 
it is felt that considerable and important 
impetus is about to be given to trade and to 
business with the Sudan: The whole of the 
country is extremely fertile, and, with that 
attention that the Government of the Sudan 
intends to devote to irrigation, the prospects 
ahead appear’ to be most promising, and al- 
ready have bad a considerable inflaence upon

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SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS. 


A SATISFACTORY TALE OF PROGRESS. 


The following are some extracts from the 
speech of Sheikh Cherifat the distribution 
of grants-in-sid on Sunday last :— 

Gentlemen,—You are aware that the ques- 
tion of the improvement of the exi-ting kuttabs 
and the creation of new institutions of this 
class has long occupied the minds and formed 
the subject of the discussions of Egyptians. 
This is explained by the fact that the kuttabs 
are the only means for the propagation of 
elementary education in Egypt, and the ne- 
cessary base for all superior education and 
instruction, which are indispensable for the 
improvement of the nation and its assured 
prosperity. The Government, bsing preoccu- 
pied with the interest of the country, is taking 
active steps for the improvement of these 
schools. The inhabitants of the country have 
been quick to understand the object of the 
State’s endeavours, and a general movement 
is on foot tosecond them. Egyptians realize 
the absolute necessity for the propagation 
of instruction and education in an epoch 
in which it has become impossible for men to 
remain in ignorance and darkness. 

The Ministry of Public Instraction, repre- 
seiting the Government in all that concerns 
education, has considered it best to pursue 
its endeavours toward this end in a regular 
and gradual manner to secure good results, 
and has resolved so to continue them, what- 
ever obstacles it may encouiitér. The Wakf 
kuttabs, which are not numerous, have assur- 
ed resources, and cannot be abolished, are 
the first that have teen taken in hand. After 
numerous difficalties a satisfactory resalt has 
been arrived at in the case of these schools, 
and the Ministry has since turned its atten- 
tion to the free kattabs. In spite of obsta- 
cles it has been able to attract more than 
half ef these institutions which have submitted 
to beinspected by the Ministry, obtaining a 
money grant paid yearly to the most de- 


serving. 

Since the application of those measures, i.e., 
since 1898, certain important measures have 
been taken of which the following are the 
chief :— 

1. The yearly increase of the Budget for the 
kuttabs. 

2. The increase of ths number of inspectors 
and sub-inspectors, of whom there are now 31. 

8. The increase in the number of the hours 
in the normal curricalam of the Government 
schools and kuttabs each Thursday and Friday 
to complete the training of.the kuttab teachers. 

4. The foundation of normal schools for male 
and female teachers in the kattabs. In two 
years thres schools of this sort have been 
founded, which now train 182 male and 40 
female students. 5 

5. The institution of annual examinations 
to test the professional capabilities of fikis and 
arifa. 

6.—The elaboration of programmes, regula- 
tions, and rales for the organisation and 
discipline of the kuttabs and the normal 
schools......... Deapite the short time that has 
elapsed since the adoption of these measures, 
their application ander the control of the 
Ministry has given, notably this year, remark- 
able results, as the following facts indicate :— 

(1).—The number, which increases very year, 
of kattab wakfs.and free kattabs that place 
themselves under the control of the Ministry. 
The former number 109, with 194 male and 17 
female teachers, the latter 4,859, with 6,295 
male teachers and 32 school mistresses. 

(2).—The development of the training of 
teachers for the kottabs, which has made 
special progress since the institution of teach- 
ing courses and the foundation of normal 
schools. To this development the excellent 
results of the examination of fikis and arifs last 
August are due . HUG. ta eee 
The most satisfactory feature is this, that 
the majority of those who passed the examina- 
tions have obtained places as teachers, Some, 
having clearly understood the object of their 
training at the schools where they were pre- 
pared for the examination, preferred to open 
kuttabs themselves rather than accept the 
offer made them of employment in existing, 
kuttabs. — | 

(3). The kattabs under the control of the 
Ministry have made real progress in manage 
ment,réligious inatraction,and in instr: ction in 
other matters, as is proved by(a)the increase of 
popils, especially of girls, in these kattabs. ... 
(b). by the yearly increase inthe numbers ot 
kattabs that deserve a sabvention. There are

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both for the accomplishment of their religious 
duties and for the needs of daily life. The 
experiment all but failed last year. But'the 
attempt has been renewed this year. The 
Ministry has entered into an understanding 
with the head of the model workshops at 
Boulac to the effect thst the apprentices of 
these workshops are to be chosen from 
among the pupils of the Wakf kuttabs. 

While the Minietry worked to obtain these 
excellent results it attempted to improve the 
kattabs themselves, which were in an in- 
describable state of dilapidation. Bat in view 
of its moderate resources all that could be 
done under this head was the minimam of 
repair neceesary to preserve the buildings. The 
real need was their reconstruction, which 
demanded sums which the Ministry was never 
likely to dispose of. Thus the que:tion of im- 
proving the schoolhouses appeared to present 
an insurmountable obstacle, when, at this most 
critical point, by a providential chance, the 
Wakfs Administration, happily inspired by 
the goodwill of ite director, H. E. Abd el 
Hamil Pasha Assem, came to the aidof the 
Ministry by masking an annual increase of 
L.E. 5,000 in ita budget for the improvement 
of these kattabs and particalarly of the knttab 
buildings. The Ministry has set apart this year 
the sum of LE. 5,000 tor the constraction of 
six new kattabs, three in Osiro and three in 
the provinces, and for the repair of 11 kuttabs 
in Cairo. It will be in a position to reconstruct 
gradually every kattab which requires repair... 
At ths same time the public, which has 
clearly realised theobject of this improvement 
of the kuttabs and has grasped the necessity 
of the combination of all classes in developing 
instruction, has set to work in every part of 
Egypt. 

Everywhere buildings suitable for kuttabs 
are being constructed, some by individuals, 
some by subscription, especially since the 
Government has decided to give free grants of 
land for the construction of kattabs. Up. to 
date 758 suitable buildings have -been con- 
structed and 187 others are in course ot 
construction. Local committees have been 
formed for the improvement. and extension ot 
edacation and have collected considerable sums 
for the purpose. Qe 

The best method of insuring that these 
buildings shall always be used as kuttabe, i.e., 
as scholastic establishments where teaching is 
given exclusively in Arabic and includes the 
Koran, religious instruction, caligraphy, ele- 
mentary arithmetic, etc., is to make these 
beildings wakfs, and qua wakf; to endow them 
with property soffisieat to ensure their main- 
tenance and continuance in perpetuity. Let us 
hope that the notables of the country will 
gtasp the advantages of this course andhasten 
to adopt it. By so doing they will give proofs of 
their foresight and of their zeal in ini 
the dearest interests of the nation.

Whatever else the modern Egyptian may 
have to complain about, he cannot well say 
that the opportunity asked for. in’ ithe above 
quotation has been denied to him ; in recent 
times there has certainly been no lack of 
books written for his edification. There must 
be something peculiar in the North African 
climate, which makes it so-difficult for a 
person to travel from the-coast to the. cata- 
racts without succumbing to the apparently 
irresistible attraction of rushing into print. 

A rather remarkable writer, not many year; 
ago, published an essay on ““I'he.decay of the 
gentle art of lying,” and to this decay he. 
attributes the dull monotony of most modern 
literature. The older books of travel in Egypt 
were free from this reproach ; we have lately 
read one dated 1785 which is well out of 


range, and many of the much earlier produc-, 


tions may be said to “combine the eloquanca 
of Demosthenes with the inaccuracy of atate- 
ment: of Annanias,” though they were occa- 
sionally lacking in the first element. It some- 
times makes us shadder to see how some 


modern writers will build op an airy fabric. 


based on the slender foundation of some old 
traveller, and then expect usto believe that 
such things were so. 


To those ,of our readers whose bookshelves: 


may be over-full of the class of literature we 
have just referred to, we still recommend that 
a place should be found for the book now 
ander review, for it is a remarkable work, 
althongh its author is so. modest that we 
only know that it is translated: from: the 
Italian. into exceedingly , good English, by 
another equally unknown person. He takes 
for his preface 4 well-known qaotation from 
Lord Milner’s “England in Egypt,” and on 
this text; be preaches us, in his earlier:pages, 
an exceedingly good sermon. From _ the intro- 
ductory chapter we quote :— 

“He who would really look into the annals.of 
Egypt: during the century which hasjast 
closed, and. would seriously endeavour to give 
& clear, fair and:accurate idea of their: meaning 
must keep @ cool head, If he dips into the 
mass of literature, or tries to master.a tithe 
of the innumerable books and pampbhlets,in 
which the lacter-day: history of Egypt has been 
distorted or caricatured,: he will see. that he 
must struggle hard to avoid being carried-off 
his feet by the tide of wilfal or unintentional 
prejudice. From the very outset the fair- 
minded observer must endeavour to place him- 
self at the right standpoint. This is evidently 
not any easy matter for him to do. Most of 
the literature which is his rough material, 
consists in journalistic attempts to blow either 
the French, English or native trampet, regard- 
less of truth or falsehood. Of such books 
there has been enough, and more than enough. 
These passionate partisan oatpourings achieve 
title ; they advance the interests of none, and 
least of all those which they profess to 
champion.”’...... 

“It is the peculiar task of any one investigat- 
ing Egyptian affairs, that he must take into 
consideration not only a complex native 
civilisation, as far as that exists, but at the same 
time seek to understand that- heterogeneous 
concourse of strangers from every clime, which 
has congregated about the banks of the Nile ; 
and moreover, he'must take into aceount‘the 
considerable interests in Egypt of Tarkey, 
France, and England, of Germany and italy, of 
Austria and Belgiam, and ina lesser degree of 
other European ' nations,” 

“The student viewing Egyptian history of 
the nineteenth century is confronted with 
almost insuperable difficulties, His authorities 
are, as often as not, in violent contradictidn. 
But that is far from being the worst. Much 
more misleading, much leas eacy of refata-' 
tion, are the halftraths of which. these: chro- 
niclera are s0 fond. It needs unusual «powers: 
of insight-..and a rare faculty for weighing 
testimony .and balancing probabilities, to 
unravel the tangled skein. If: gifted witha 
capacity for separating the grain from the 
chaff, of discriminating . between fact and 
fiction, and. endowed, with a penetrative 
instinct enabling him to discern what is 
certainly right, the historian may: be:successfal | 
in forging for himselfa chain of irrefutable | 
trustworthy evidence. It is thas, and 'thaa: 
only, that he can thread: his way securely in| 
any attempt to forecast the future... When 
we attempt, as we shall attempt in the present 
work, to foreshadow, anticipate or suggest the ' 
probable fature ot Egyptian aftairs, or what)we 
consider the future of Egypt: should ‘be, we 
shall find that our balancing ‘rod needs to be 
very evenly, very justly poised, our feet must 
be planted. warily, and our eyes mast) be 
undeviatingly fixed upon the true necessities. 
national as well as international—of Egypt.” 

Our readers will see from:the above, that 
our author has not approsohed his task: in any 
light spirit ;he' fally appreciates hia diffioul- 
ties, and. like an ancient knight, has armed 
himself cap:d-pie ; he does not plunge suddenly 
into the middle of things, but lays siege to 
them from afar, as we may judge from thé 

following lines :-— = 

“It is but natural that we should begin ‘with 
& cursory appraisement of French’ influence in 
Egypt. The part played by that country 

extends farther back than that’of other Buro- 
pean powers, and a rapid review of its import: 
ance since 1798 présents no considerable 
difficulty,” eto. 

“The Egyptian civilisation of to-day is French 
ost to the backbone.” 

“The reforms introduced by Mohamed Aly 
nd-his dynasty were carried ont, if not exola- 
ively, at least for the mons: part,by French- 
The irrigation scheines to which 
Ezypt owes half of its present-day 
were inaugurated by the French. The who's 
idea of Nile barrages and dams is Frenoh; and, 


a 
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albeit fivally earriedioutiby British enterprise, 
the attempts which paved the way to these: 
broader designs,and which were in themselves 
anything but contemptible, were French in 
their inception,” 

Weare not quite of this opinion and there 
might be a good deal to say about this, 
for the modern system of.irrigation and dams 
carried ‘out by - British* engineers-have ‘very - 
little to do with the schemes projected and 
partly carried out previous to 1884; had 
thie not -béen ‘so thé present state ‘of Egypt 
would not have been attained. Although this 
is an important: subject we do mot wish ‘to 
divert our readers’ attention by: developing 
it-at present, we merely note’ itvas’ a rather 
weak pointin our suthor’s armour, 

He goes on to say: ‘The’ educational: 
‘system is thoroughly French; and through 
the schools, the languege of France ° has 
spread until it maybe said’ without’fear’of 
contradiction that French: is‘ still the predo- 
minant European langaage ‘of: that. land-of 
innumerable tongues. French is the tongue 
generally affected by the ‘opper classes, and 
perhaps a striking and not generally known 
illustration of how French has: sunk inte the 
very ‘soul of the country,’ is thatit: is even 
used by British officials in’ theirofficial ‘re- 
ports—yet another! anomaly inthis home-of 
anomalies,” 

This is another point we do not: -wish' to 
discuss at: present, but would marely remark 
that the book we are reviewing «is ‘dated 
1905 ; that for a long time: past'' we have 
heard of some 50 British professors or teachers 
at Egyptian Government schools,.and weare 
under the impression that they ‘iwere not 
bronght: out to this country to: teach-French 
only.

ARCHITECTURE AND ALEXANDRIA. 


HOW TO BEAUTIFY THE CITY. 


BY R. WILLIAMS, F.R.LB.A. 


IL, 


‘The new Technical and Art Schools now being 
established in Alexandria and elsewhere will 
train & new race of native young men, whese 
energies will need to be directed into useful 
and artistic channels. And what work could be 
better for these young men than the-turning of 
Egypt's wealth of material into the service of 
man } 


Question of Sty/e, 


Now as to the question of style. Considera- 
ration of space precludes disquisitions as to 
architectural styles generally, But briefly, 
archicectaral modes or styles can be reduced 
to two broad definitions, and thess can best 
be described by adjectives well understood by 
chemisis, name.y, organic and inorganic: and 
again, broadiy, all architecture exhibits in 


greater or lesser degree a combination of or- | 


ganic and inorganic forms. 

Thus the ancient architecture of Egypt is 
mainly inorganic, that is to say, it is composed 
of upright’ posts or columns and horizontal 
beams. ‘here is no organic growth in the 
stracture. It stands by weight of substance 
alone. The wails, héwever, which usually 
surround the Egyptian columnar stroctures are 
partly organic aud are built op or are made to 
grow pieve by piece, but here again strength 
depends upon sheer weight. 

But the ancient bgptians were forced inte 
the adoption of an organic form of architecture 
when they coustracted in brick. In the arched 
construction of the most interesting series of 
granaries which were lately brought to view 
at Thebes, and which 1 inspected and took 
sketches and messurewent of some months 
ago, there is exhibited an interesting method 
of organic construction, and of which I may 
have something to say later on. 

The Greeks, following the Ezyptians, perfact- 
ed the inorganic form of architecture. So 
beautital did their master artists make the 
colamn and its beam or lintel, that they no 
longer confined the colamn to the interior of 
the building. They were too beantiful to be 
hidden, so they reversed the Egyptian order. 
They built the wall inside around the cell, 
or naos, and surrounded it with rows of 
colamns or what has been calied by a great 
artist, perhaps irreverently, ‘a holy railing.” 
This was inorganic architecture in its per- 
fection. 

“Organic” Architecture. 


After the Greeks the Romans. To the 
Romans is due a fine conception of organic 
architecture. ‘I'he Greeks even as the Egyptians 
betore them had used the arch, bat the Rumans 
perfected arched or organic construction even 
as the Greeks perfected the colamnar or 
inorganic construction. 

The Romans were masters of organic con- 
struction, bat of the ornamentation of con- 
struction they were not. The Greek ornamented 
their inorganic construction and so made it 
architecture. On the other hand the Romans 
failed to ornament their constraction, mark 
this, their construction, so th-y conceived the 
idea of using Greek inorganic architecture, 
incongruous as'it May seem, as ornamentation 
to their own superior organic constructiou. 

After the Rumans, for a while, chaos. The 
world lay fallow. But never could Egyptian, 
Greek and Roman influence atterly fail. A 
new art arose called in these days, variously, 
Romanesque, Byzantine, Saracenic, and Gothic. 
In these styles organic constraction, in the 
main, prevailed. The 13th and 14th centurie 
Witnessed the perfection of the Gothic styles. 
Artistically architecture had reached a poivt 
nesrer perfection than it had hitherto. A 
catastrophe, however, was at band. 


A Renalssance. 


The renaissance of literature came in. The 
only book on architecture discovered about 
the time of the sack of Constantinople was 
that of Vitravias, a Roman architect of the 
latter Roman days, and had he confined his 
discourse to walling and mortar all would have 
been well, But in time the schoolmen got hold 
of the book and began to flood, by the aid 
of the newly invented printing press, all 
Eu-ope with diequisitions on architecture, 
albeit the falsely ornamented architecture of 
the Romans. Nothing bat Roman work came 
within the designation of architecture, as for 
Various reasons, known to bistory, Greek 
architecture was not renaissanced until three 
hundred years later. 

Notre-Dame in Paris, Westminster Abbey 
in London, and the mosque of Sultan Hassan 
in Cairo were without the pale of archi- 
tecture, they weré not “scholarly,” so the 
schoolmen invented the adjective Gothic as 
a term of opprobriam to describe these and 
other artistic works of one of the finest archi- 
tectural periods the world has ever seen. 

Accordingly, in the fifteenth -century a 
school of architects arose in Italy. Great 
among there were Vignola and Palladio. The 


first influenced the French architecture of the 


renaisssnce and the second became the re- 
naisesance ged of England. These men studied 
the old buildings of Rome. The Collisenm was 
measured and drawn, books were published 
andthe rich “patrons” of art employed these 


artista and their followers to reprodnce the false’ 


art of Rome after the lapse of nearly a thov- 
sand years, . 

It was not ontil the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century that the Greek rensissance 
camejlin and since that day there have been 
sovivals of Gothic architecture and re-revivals 


of Roman architecture : and in London we still 
have the official style of ‘Palladian Freely 
Treated.” 


A Bad Example. 


Now Palladio, great artist in a false style 
though he was, was yet an architect in stucco, 
I have seen much of his crumbling stucco 
works in his native town of Viceriza, where his 
fellow-citizens of a later day have erected a 
atatue t> his memory, for, in his manner, he 
had carried out some fine works in Venice, 
Vicenza, and elsewhere. Unfortunately, apart, 
from the falsity ot his art, he has ‘given thei 
world, and especially Alexandria, a warranty 
for works in poor materials and stucco. - 

But what of it? What do you suggest as te 
style? Iam not going to suggest a style, the 
artist must be his own masterin matters of 


| form and ornament. Later on in a lecture I | of a month, and finally in February, 1863, he 


may be able to avail myself of illustrations 
which may help us. Meanwhile a few broad 
principles may perhaps, be aimed at. In de- 
signing we should never be afraid of a blank 
wali. A plain wall weil built is better than a 
wall meretriciously ornamented. In their treat- 
ment of wails: the ancient Egyptians were 
great masters. They were at no pains to apply 
Ornament to their wails, but with their beau- 
tifal hieroglyphs and pictorial scenes they 
made the wails themselves ornamental, 

An opening as for a window or a doorway 
should have the stones of its jambs, or sides, 
and of its arch, or liutel, trank.y acknowledged 
and ornamented organicaliy, i.e, each stone 
should have the ornament cot in itself and it 
should be made apparent that it is a parc of 
the wall. ‘I'he ornament should not be applied 
or planted on, nor should this appear to be 
the case. 

A colamn shoald never be used as mere 
=f Even Pompey’s Pillar would have 
it@\“‘raison d’étre” more apparent it it carried 
a statue. The tanction uf a column is the 
bearing op ofa load, and this should always 
be in evidence. ‘I'he material of which a buiid- 
ding 18 constracted should ve frankly acknow- 
ledged wherever possible. 

‘be foregoing principles were developed by 
the Byzantine, Saraceuic, and Gothic archi- 
tects. Nevertheless buld imitation ot the works 
of these artists is not desirable. ‘I'he great 
mistake of imitation was made by the Kenuis- 
sa.ce men and later by the Gothic revivalists, 
The atyle must and will be an exponent of the 
artistic temperament and morality, good, bad 
or indifferent, of the people of the day. 

What is wanted is buld, frank design in good 
materiel which shall be at once serviceavle to 
the requirements of the day and be the expo- 
nent of the awakening of a new life, moulded 
by a robust and healthy conception of art. 


The New Eeplanade. 


There is an opportunity for art in the vacant 
land of the new municipal esplanade. The coast 
line of Alexandra is low. Buildings of good 
neight willin part remedy this. A manioipal 
hati and offices (Hutelde Vile), with a fing 
tower, Would be « welcome feature. A library 


worthy of the old seac of learning might wall | ; 


fiuda piace there. A manicipal theatre might 
be erected, and a great arcade designed as a 
flowery shade with fountains playing in sam- 
mer and @ pléasant promenade in winter, might 
be conceived. Added to these there might be 
manicipal baths and wash-houses and suitable 
houses tor the clubs of Alexandria, 

An interesting ‘picture’ can’ be imagined of 
the fagades faciag thesea. Polished red and 
grey granite would flash ‘their myriad scintila. 
tions in the san, Thesé in tarn would be toned 
and modified by modidiugs and filling in of 
brown sandstone and pale limestone, Here and 
there would be spaces for the statues of 
notables of bygone days, and these in turn 
would be pleasantly interspersed with rres 
of flowers, seats, walks, and playing tountains, 
and if you put into the foreground of your 
picture the colour and the grace of the native 
dress and the “modes” ofthe Europeans, you 
have a picture of life hardly to be surpassed.

The warmest place to go to 
on leaving Egypt is Sicily.

SICILY. 


The direct route to Sicily is by the Florio- 
Rubattino Co.’s steamers which leave Alex- 
andria weekly for MESSINA, where one takes 
train to TAORMINA, one of the most charm- 
ing and popular places on the island. Giardini 
is ‘he station at which to alight, and the drive 


_up to Taormina is most delightful, occupying 


about one honr. In and around the town is 
much to interest the visitor. The theatre is of 
Greek origin, but restored under the Romans. 
CATANIA is the starting place for the ascent 
of Etna and here also is a fine Cathedral. The 
Greek, Roman, and Saracenic remains that 
are fonnd all over the island, are an endless 
sources of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a Greek 
city, which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, and taken by the Romans in B.c. 212, 
when Archimedes was slain — his tomb is to be 
seen, The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with abot 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a delightful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city. The Palazzo 
feale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 
church of 8. Giwannia degli Eremiti with its 
picturesq'e cloisters. The Cathedral, Mnseum, 


Botanic Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park | 


are also worth a visit. 


CENTRAL ITALY. 


The fine steamers of the North German 
Lloyd leave Alexandria every Wednesday 
during the season for Naples, the voyage 
being only 3 days. 

NAPLES is also reached in 10 hours from 
Palermo by the Florio-R: battino Co.’s steam- 
ers, which leave daily. One cannot approach 
Naples or leave it without wishing to explore 
some ofits islands, besides the lovely places 
on its bay—Castellamare and Sorrento. The 
small steamer that takes you to Sorrento [you 
can drive too] will take you on to Capri. 

From Naples to ROME is a train journey of 
but five hours. All who can will devote at 
least one week to visiting the many _ historical 
and interesting portions of the Eternal City, 


Leaving the Eternal City with mach regr 
a railway journey of five hours brings you 
FLORENCE, where another week can well 
spent admiring the City of Flowers and its

churches and galleries are of absorbing inte- 
rest, whilst the local promenades and excur- 
sions should not be omitted. The Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 
in Florence, whilst the Viale dei Colli, one of 
the finest walks in Europe, opened 35 years 
ago, goes winding :p throvgh the hills a 
distance of four miles. The most delightful 
excrrsion outside Florence is that to Vallom- 
brosa, with its Monastery 3,300 feet above the 
sea level. This is made first by ordinary train 
from Florence to St. Ellero, thence b cog- 
wheel railway to Saltino. The ascent throngh 
groves of oaks takes an hour, and most 
_ striking panoramas are unfolded to view. 

PISA is easily reached from Florence in 
about 2 hours ; here there is a fine Cathedral 
and the Leaning Tower. A stay of at least one 
night should if possible be made, in order to 
enjoy the view from the Campanile at sunset. 

VIAREGGIO. One of the most delightful 


places on the Italian Riviera near Pisa and on | -

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours journey by rail from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet. stay. The total 
absence of Me ets traffie strikes rare as re 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn. The approach to Venice from 


the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea-| mossaiice 


port. The town seems to be grad ally, like 
Aphrodite, born of the sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam 
paniles apenas above the horizon, thes slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
mirage out of the calm lagoon. 

Going northwards from S/ilan you make the 
tour of the beautiful Italian lakes. 

_ COMO, the birthplace of the younger Pliny,‘ 
is reached in one-and-a-quarter hours by train 
by way of Monza : 

Boats leave Como frequently for the other 
towns on the lake, which 1s very beautiful, and 
the scenery on either side going up the lake is 
most enchanting. CERN OBBIO is a charmin 
spot; then come Tremezzo, Cadenabbia, an 
Menaggio with the 
Bellaggio opposite. The walk from T'remezzo 
along the shore of the lake to Menaggio is most 
enjoyable. A steam tram runs from Menrggio 
to Porlezza on Lake Lugano in uarters 
of an hour, then steamer to Lugano in two-and- 
three-quarter hours. ; 


SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland, the heart of Euro e, has been 
described as “A cluster of delights and 
grandeurs.” 

LUGANO is some 20 miles from Como and 
reached by train in one-and-a-half hours. It has 
a populatien of 10,000 people and is charm- 
ingly situated on the Lake of Lugano, amidst 
lovely Italian scenery. Arond it rise M. San 
Salvatore, M. de Caprino and M. Generoso. 

LOCARNO may be reached by rail from 
Bellinzona in forty minntes. This pretty town, 
situated at the top of Lake Maggiore, has a 
mild climate, and is an excellent winter resort. 
The church Madonna del Sasso, situated above 
the town,is worth a visit, as it contains interest- 
ing paintings, “Entombment,” by Ciseri, and 
“Bh Flight into t,” by Bramantion. 

LUCERNE.—A striking picture on the Lake 
of Lucerne facing the Azgi and Pilatus and 
tlie snow-clad Alps. 

In and around the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions te be made from 
lasanate boat, rail, etc., are very numerous. 

The Like of Lucerne abounds in delightful 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgen- 
stock and Sonnenberg needing a special: visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated on the 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake and 
mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Uri 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
A zentrasse. 

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG. Take boat to Stansstad 
and from Stansstad it is about 1 hour and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightful 
scenery en route. The ascent of Titlis, is 
made from: here, and the papas cart view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from Monte 
Hosa to the Black Forest, and from the 
Santis to the Motterho-n. 

THE BERNESE OBERLAND.—INTER- 
LAKEN a favourite summer resortand the best 
centre for making excursions in the Oberland, 
abounding in fine walks’ and views. There is 
a magnificent view of the Jungfrau the 
Hoheweg, a fine avenue of walni the 
chief resort of visitors. Interlaken is also not 
far from the famous ,waterfalls, Giessbach, 
Trummelbach and Staubbach. Then also the 
glaciers of Grindelwald and view from Murren 
and the Schynige Platte are sights not to be 


missed. 

CHATEAU D’OEX. 3,500 ft. above the sea 
on the new Electric Railway between Montreux 
and Interlaken, surrounded by magnificent 
scenery, with pure dry air. Much frequented 
by English people in Summer and Winter. 


GREECE and IONIAN ISLES. 


Many people visit Greece after wintering 
in Egypt, as it is so easily reached from Alex- 
andria ; the climate in April is charming. The 
best steamers are those of the Khedivial Mail 
Co. and the Russian Steam Navigation Co. 

If possible tourists should arrange to be in 
Athens forthe Orthodox Easter in order to 
witness the. Good Friday and Easter Eve 
ceremonies, and to be presen at the dancing 
on the Easter Ti esday festival held at Megara 
for which a special train is run from Athens. 

It is worth while to spend a few oe ae in 
CORFU on account of the beauty the 
scenery. There is also good snipe and qrail 
shooting to be had.
